BANK RATE HALF 
POINT 10 6 PCT. 


No Official Explanation, 
but Reduction Is Attrib- 
uted to Easing in Gold 


Position. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Oct. 31.—The London 


bank rate was lowered today from 
6% to 6 per cent. 

The reduction was a surprise to 
financial circles. No official ex- 
planation was forthcoming but it 
was assumed to have been caused 
by an easing in the gold position. 

The commercial community wel- 


comed the announcement as tend- 
ing to ease the business situation 
and give impetus to industrial and 
other productive activities. 

The rate still is half of one per 
cent above the level which pre- 
vailed for a long time prior to its 
being raised to 6% per cent a 
month ago. 

One of the main reasons for the 
lower bank rate is the easier 
monetary position occasioned by 
the inflow of gold and the return 
of British capital which followed 
the 6% per cent rate recently im- 
posed. Gold has come in from th? 
Argentine and the outflow of gold 
to Germany and the United States 
has ceased. Announcement that 
the Commonwealth Bank of Aus 
tralia is to send £4.000,000 in gold 
to London before the end of the 
year also has helped to ease the 
situation, which the authorities be- 
lieve no longer warrant such a 
high rate as 6% »er cent. 

Although the wave of the Wall 
street speculation »ppears to have 
lessened and there was talk here of 
a reduction in the Federal Bank 
rate it was thought in some quar- 
ters that the British banking au- 
thorities would wait for the inter- 
national money situation to clear 
further before giving traders the 
yer cent reduc- 
tion. Apparently, however, they 
believe the situation has clarified 
and will be able to make the 6 per 
cent rate effective. 

The reduced rate caught the 
Stock Exchange quite unawares and 
as soon as the indicator marked 
the 6 per cent, dealers immediately 
marked up giltedged stocks while 
trans-Atlantic issues showed fur- 
ther strength, all other sections 
soon after moving higher in sym- 
pathy.

On that occasion, after describ- 
ing how Great Britain had beén 
Squeezed between the high money 
rate in New York, produced by the 
speculative boom, and the high 
rate in Germany, due to the lat- 
ter’s heavy borrowing for industrial 
reconstruction, Snowden said: ‘“‘The 
Object (of the increase in the bank 
rate) is to draw back money to this 
country and to halt the drain of 
gold. I must say that during the 
last week the effects have been 
much better than anyone had 
strong reason to hope for. Amer- 
ican exchange has_ turned very 
strongly in our favor.” 

Further on in the same speech 
dealing directly with New ‘York 
money rates and American specu- 
lation, the British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer said:

KBesolution Provides That Special 
Comunittee Recommend Re- 
medial Legislation.

COMPTON BOND FIRM 
SELES TTS 9 OFFICES 


Members of Family Will Con- 
tinue in Business Here Under 
Retrenchment Plan. 


The William R. Compton Co., 
dealer in bonds, has sold the fur- 


niture and leaseholds of its offices 
here and in eight other cities, in 
carrying out retrenchment made 
necessary by the changing charac- 
ter of the bond market and the 
recent defaults in interest on bridge 
and drainage bonds in which it 
dealt extensively. 

Sale of the Compton distribution 
facilities announced late yesterday, 
was to the Chatham Phenix Cor- 
poration of New York, organized 
last year as an affiliate of the 
Chatham Phenix National Bank & 
Trust Co. 

Members of the Compton family 
will remain with the old firm, open- 
ing new offices in St. Louis, under 
the old firm name, and continuing 
to dispose of the securities they 
now @ewn. Whether they will re- 
main in business after the securi- 
ties are sold has not been deter- 
mined. 


W. R. Compton Jr. Explains. 

William R. Compton Jr., treas- 
urer of the company. explained to- 
day that the sale of distribution fa- 
cilities relieved the company of the 
overhead expense connected with 
the operation of the large main of- 
fice in St. Louis and the branch of- 
fices in New York, Philadelphia, 
Boston, Detroit, Chicago, Kansas 
City, Cincinnati and New Orleans. 

One of the large issues in de- 
fault of interest is that of the Cape 
Girardeau Bridge Co., builders of 
a new $1,600,000 bridge across the 
Mississippi River, which was 
opened Sept. 3, last. The Compton 
company bought $200,000 worth of 
stock in the concern and marketed 
$1,000,000 worth of bonds. 
In addition, the Compton com- 
pany has held and widely distrib- 
uted drainage district bonds which 
have been defaulted in interest 
payments because of agricultural 
depression.

Confessions of -Two AIl- 
leged Makers of Explo- 
sives Admitted at Their 
Trial. 


By the Associated Press. 

OHICAGO, IIL, Oct. 31.—Pur- 
ported inner workings of an organ- 
ization of bombers, who would 
“throw a scare for $10, or wreck a 
place for $75," were recounted yes- 
terday at the trial of Carlo Olivero 
and Joseph Cerra, alleged terror- 
ists. 

The testimony, in the form of 


confessions alleged to have been 
signed by the defendants, who are 
specifically charged with manufac- 
turing bombs, was introduced after 
vigorous opposition by defense at- 
torneys. 

Cerra, in his alleged confession, 
told of meeting Pete Fioretta, now 
serving a sentence in Joliet peni- 
tentiary, who shoved him the 
range of prices on the “pineapples.” 
“Scare bombs were made and 
planted,” Cerrg’s statement said, 
“for from $10 to $20. Large ones 
which ‘meant business’ sold for 
$75.” 

He was put to work making the 
small bombs, using gaspipe and 
black powder, according to the doc- 
ument, and Fioretta assisted him 
in finding a market for his handi- 
work.. Later, he was graduated 
from the scare bomb business and 
atarted making the larger, more 
dangerous explosives, using 90 per 
cent dynamite and fulminate of 
mercury caps. 

Not So Good at First. 
Continuing, the document relates 
Cerra was paid $75 te bomb a 
building on Wentworth avenue, in 
the residentia] district, but through 
a defect in workmanship the bo 
failed to do a great deal of damage 
and he “was taken to task for the 
failure.” 

Later, after he mastered the 
technique of exploding the dyna- 
mite bombs, he was congratulated, 
for the “good work” one of the 
bombs did, when it exploded at a 
South Halstead street address. At 
this place the entire front of a 
building was demolished. 

Cerra was “invited” to join a 
gang of bombers in January of this 
year and drove the car while one of 
the dynamiters set off a charge in 
the vestibule of.a soft drink parlor 
on West Chicago avenue, the docu- 
ment said. The same night another 
charge was exploded on West For- 
ty-seventh street, Cerra keeping the 
motor of the car running and the 
door of the automobile open while 
the bomber planted the charge. 

Premature Explosion. 

A bombing on South Western 
avenue netted him but $30, the 
statement said. The same week 
one of the dynamiters had a narrow 
escape. The bomb fuse was light- 
ed in the automobile and the bomb- 
e. ran with it to the doorway where 
it was to be planted, returning to 
the car. The bomb exploded be- 
fore the car started, but none was 
injured. 

One section of the confession 
dealt with the transportation of 
bombs through crowded Chicago 
streets, on busses and street cars, 
the missiles being wrapped in paper 
or carried in satchels by the mem- 
bers.of the syndicate. 

Oliviero’s confession corroborat- 
ed Cerra’s in detail, but Oliviero 
denied planning any of the explo- 
sives, saying he manufactured them 
and sold them to Cerra and his 
crowd who exploded them for gang- 
sters of all types. 

The case being tried resulted 
i.Om a@& prolonged investigation by 
police into activities of terrorists 
who are held responsible for more 
than 100 bombings since Jan. 1 of 
this year. 


BRITISH ROYAL AIR FORCE

Leaves Entries to Private Enter- 
prise, Because of Expense to 
Government. 
By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Oct. 31.—Official an- 
nouncement is made that the Gov- 
ernment has decided a Royal Air 
Force team will not again be en- 
tered in the Schneider Cup trophy 
contests. 
British participation in the fa- 
mous event thus will be left to pri- 
vate enterprise under the auspices 
of the Royal Aero Club. 
The British team won the last 
Schneider Cup race rly in Sep- 
tember. 
An Air Ministry statement. ex- 
plained that Government partici- 
pation in recent years had given 
the race a character not in ac- 
cordance with the intentions of 
Jacques Schneider, donor of the 
trophy.

brive aithough there had been tes- 
timony indicating he and his family | 
received $93,000 in cash and ex- 
pensive gifts. 

Warder was appointed banking 
superintendent Jan. 1, 1926, by 
Alfred E. Smith, who then was 
Governor, and held office until last 
.pril, two months after the City 
Trust Co. failed. He testified that 
h ; duties comprised general super- 
vision of the banking department 
with particular reference to per- 
sonal supervision of new applica- 
tions for charters and for mergers. 

He said he was not qualified to 
examine banks, George Egbert, his 
chief examiner, being primarily re- 
sponsible for that work. Egbert 
has testified that Warder ordered 
the State examinations of the City 
Trust Bank delayed, but the super- 
intendent denied this and added 
that he never had issued any in- 
st uctions as to who should be 
designated to examine the bank. 

Warder said he never received a 
report that there was an impair- 
ment of capital in the Harlem 
Bank of Commerce or the Atlantic 
State Bank, which were merged 
b, the late Francesco M. Ferrari 
to form the City Trust Co. State 
witnesses have said Ferrari sent 
the cash and gifts to the Warder 
home. 

Preceding her father on the 
stand, Miss Warder denied testi- 
mony of Gennardo Dell’osso, Fer- 
rari’s brother-in-law, that he had 
delivered $10,000 to Warder Sept. 
21, 1928. Her father was at home 
only a short time that day anJ 
no one called to see her father, she 
said, adding that she was at home 
while he was. 

Miss Warder said, however, that 
Ferrari purchased an automobile 
for her, although her father said 
he would order it taken back. She 
and her mother asked to keep it, 
the young woman said, and it was 
retained and Iater exchanged for 
another model. Warder also pro- 
tested at this transaction, she con- 
tinued, but it went through. 
“Father was sort of helpless about 
the whole matter,” she said.

sion here, submitted today the plan 
of Dr. James T. Shvutwell, Colum- 
bia University professor and au- 
thor, for adjustment of the extra- 
territoriality problem in (lina, 

The plan includes estabi‘shment 
by the Chinese as part of their 
program of judicial reform for a 
period of from five to 1 -cars, of 
special courts to deal with cases 
involving foreigners 

These courts woul’ be at Canton, 
Shanghai, Hankow, fientsin, Muk- 
den and perhaps one other city, 
with at least one appellute court. 
They would include suitable police 
penal adjuncts which would be 
thoroughly Chirese, as China 
would appoint “jurists responsible 
for their administration of these 
courts.” 

Choice would be limited to penal 
experts nominated by the Perma- 
nent Court of Internationa: Justice 
at The Hague, or, in tle event 
America does not adhere to the 
World Court statute by a Hague 
Court of Arbitration panel gelected 
from lists prepared by the iaw as- 
sociations of the coun:rics in- 
volved. 

Dr. Shotwell, surveying the ex- 
traterritoriality probiem froposes 
to find a means of satistying the 
juristic claims of the Western 
Powers within the fram:zwork of 
the Chinese politica: systems, thus 
satisfying Chinese political aspira- 
tions.

Snowmobile, Jeered by Drivers 
Of Dog Teams, Sets Out Over Ice 
Barrier to Haul Byrd Supplies 


Many iis It Will Be Able to dikavarice Loads 
Left at 100-Mile Point—Geological 
Party Returns to Camp.

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
Oct. 29 (By Wireless).—The five 
dog teams of the geological party 
came back to camp last night, hav- 
ing taken their loads out 100 miles 
on the way to the mountains and 
having returned in eight and a 
half days. 

They tumbled in just before din- 
ner, the dogs tearing up the fa- 
miliar inlet and eager for seal 
meat instead of the pemmican on 
which they had been feeding, the 
men just as eager to get inside and 
eat a warm dinner in’ comfort. 

All five drivers, Norman 
Vaughan, Edward Goodale, Fred- 
erick Crockett, John O’Brien and 
George Thorne, were in good con- 
dition, although their faces were 
burned and peeling from facing the 
wind going out and the sun all the 
way back. 

When they left, they had bit- 
terly cold winds in their faces for 
two days, sometimes blowing 25 
miles an hour, and, although it was 
not far below zero, the tempera- 
ture rapidly dropped to 20 and 40 
below on the interior of the Bar- 
rier. 

Sun Hot at 20 Below Zero. 

They became soaked with per- 
spiration traveling in the hot sun 
during the day and when they 
stopped at night their outside 
clothing froze before they could 
get it off. The sun was so warm 
that at 20 below it melted a bag 
of pemmican in one of the depots 
which had been improperly cov- 
ered with snow and even melted 
the snow on canvas. tanks, 

About 75 miles out they came 
to a remarkable series of sastrugi, 
snow which has been driven and 
cut into sharp ridges by the wind, 
flat on top and with overhanging, 
knifelike edges on the windward 
sides. They were two or three feet 
high and hard as flint, while be- 
tween them the hollows were filled 
with soft snow. 

Traveling over these was very 
difficult and it explains the slow 
progress made by the supporting 
(advance) party over this part of 
the trail. It was in the midst of 
these sastrugi that the geological 
party left part of their loads in or- 
der to relieve the dogs. 

After reaching the 100-mile de- 
pot four days ago and finding that 
the supporting party had gore on. 
they left their loads and, with one 
light sledge each, startéd back for 
camp. They traveled fast, coming 
the whole distance in three days. 

The dazzling sun burned their 
faces and hurt their eyes, for. they 
were facing it all the way, as it is 
still too cold to -ravel ir what 
would normally be hours of night 
when the sun is low in the south. 
The skin was. peeling from their 
cheeks and their lips were creeked. 

Snowmobile .n Action. 

Day before yesterday they topped 
one of the long hills on the bar- 
rier and saw before them to the 
north a tiny Black speck. It be- 
gan to move and came down the 
slope toward them, throwing snow 
behind it and muttering to itself 
as it climbed agajn. It was th2 
snowmobile, full cf fuel and scorn 
for dogs. That was a merry meet- 
ing. 

The snowmobile’ started four 
days ago after many vicissitudes. 
Jim Feury, the long-legged Irish- 
man from Paterson, N. J. who 
drove it last year, dug it out of 
the snow about 10 days ago ani 
went to work on its internal ar- 
rangements. He took the clutch 
out and cleaned it, fixed the treads, 
and one day, with the aid of half 
the camp, ran it out of the deep 
hole where it had been buried al 
winter. 

It became at fonce .ne@ center of 
argument. Would it go on the bar- 
rier or wauld it not? Many were 
skeptical. But it ~eemed worth 42 
trial if it could taul onward for 
50 or 60 miles the loads left by 
the geological party at the 100 
mile depot and save the dogs that 
much work. It is “oubtful if they 
can go much farther because ol 
the five-mile stretch of deep and 
wide crevasses north of the half- 
way depot. 

Supply Officer Favots Machine. 

Feur}'s strongest supporter was 
Blackie (G. H. Hamilton Black), 
the supply officer. Black has been 
busy all winter getting out sup- 
plies for the dog teams, food and 
rope and canvas and gadgets ga- 
lore. His nature has soured on 
dogs, and, besides, he used to own 
a garage. He believes in mechan- 
ical transport and lives in the 
Bronx. He served on a destroy- 
er in the Navy. 

When Comamnder Byrd gave 
Feury permisison to try the ma- 
chine on the trail Blackie was 
right in back of him. 

Capt. Ashley McKinley had 
charge of the snowmobile arrange- 
ments and he became as enthusias- 
tic as the other two. Supplies? 
Black ran to get them with a par- 
tially suppressed grin of satisfac- 
tion. He dumped foot into the 
bags, slung them over his shoul- 


ders and marched out to the car. 


Other. equipment followed—tent, 
sleeping bags, cooker—and when 
they were all in place, Black ap- 
Peared with a weird looking quilt 
and threw it over them for a cov- 
er. 

Two sleds were fastened behind 
and loaded with cans of gasoline, 
enough for 700 miles. They ex- 
pected to use up a lot in soft places 
and some cans might leak. The 
whole load of useful material 
weighed about 1400 pounds. 

Sticks in Soft Snow. 

Commander Byrd insisted that 
they try out the load first on the 
barrier surface near the camp, and 
Feury one afternoon heated the en- 
gine with a blow torch, cranked 
up and started off. The treads 
threw snow like a plow on a moun- 
tain division but the snowmobile 
ran along merrily until it reached 
the soft snow. It hesitated, stuck, 
its treads went down and it dug 
itself a nice comfortable hole. 

Feury got out and looked at it 
sadly. Black scratched his head and 
looked puzzled. There must be 
something wrong with the snow. 
No, it was the sleds. They were 
slung so that the runners on one 
side went down into the soft tracks 
left by the machine. 

Sverre Strom, the big Norwegian, 
the strongest man in camp, had 
been put in charge of the party on 
the trail and he went over to see 
what was wrong. He used to be a 
sealer in the northern seas, running 
his own ship out of Tromsoe and 
fighting ice floes for months at a 
time. Riding a snowmobile in polar 
regions was new to him. 

There was no getting the ma- 
chine out under its own power. The 
anti-mechanists seemed in the as- 
cendancy as Feury walked back to 
camp for a plank. The sleds were 
unhitched and the plank placed 
over a box and one end put under 
the rear axle housing. A heave and 
shift to one side, and the machine 
rested on solid surface again. 

Then the sleds were dragged up 
and hitched so that they ran be- 
tween the tracks. It was a job mov- 
ing them, until Strom grunted, 
put the rope over his shoulder and 
walked off with them, about 1200 
pounds. McKinley looked at him 
with round eyes. “He don’ . —, a 
snowmobile, seems to he 
said. 

Seven Pressure Ridges to Cross. 

Feury climbed up in the driver's 
seat again, the plank also being 
put aboard this time, and started 
up the slope north of the camp. 
The machine climbed it easily and 
after circling around came down. 
The comamnder and McKinley said 
they were satisfied that the exper- 
iment was worth trying and that 
afternoon the machine was taken 
down the bay. 

There it faced seven pressure 
ridges, some of them 20 or 30 feet 
high, which must be crossed some- 
how. A path was’7 shoveled 
through a low place in the first 
one and Feury unhooked the sleds, 
started on a run for the opening 
and went through the snow filled 
gap quite easily. There the ma- 
chine was left until the next morn- 
ing. 

There was none too much optim- 
ism as to the ability of the snow- 
mobile to get through the pressure 
area, which extends for five or six 
miles to the point on the bay where 
the first hill up to the barrier be- 
gins. 

The snowmobile is nothing but a 
small automobile, a Ford, which in 
place of the front wheels has a 
pair of wide metal skis. There is 
an extra set of whels in front of 
the rear driving wheels and around 
these two sets run metal treads 
linked together so that they grip 
the snow. They work excellently 
on a hard surface but are like 
scoops when the surface is soft. 

The next morning, Oct. 25, Feu- 
ry took his blow torch and went 
down across the first pressure 
ridge to where the Black machine, 
looking entirely out of place, sat 
all alone on the bay ice, the sun 
shining on its still glistening bon- 
net. McKinley followed and then 
Black with a few others who were 
to help shovel a path for it when 
necessary through ridges, Strom 
waited in camp to get his final in- 
structions from the Commander: 
To take every precaution, bring the 
men back and always use ropes 
when, near crevasses, also not to 
lose the trail and to carry the nec- 
essary instruments for navigation. 
_ The sleds were hooked up and off 
they went, buzzing along the snow 
and ice at about 10 miles an hour. 
The sleds pulled straight with their 
new hitch and rattled and bumped 
hollowly over the caves in the bay 
ice. 

They got around most of the 
ridges, but finally one loomed up 
which had to be crossed. A low 
place was found where with shovel- 
ing a rather steep slope of soft: 
snow could be made. Feury set his 
teeth and started at it, the engine 
wide open. Snow flew up until the 
machine was almost hidden; and 
then it was over with a thump on 
the other side. The sleds were then 
fastened to a long rope and pulled 
through easily. This was the place |

OFFICIAL BRITAIN TO CONSIDER 
ABOLITION OF DEATH PENALTY 


House of Commons Agrees to Have 
Committee Study Question and 
Report to Government.

LONDON, Oct. 31.—The House 
of Commons, without a vote, agreed 
last night to appointment of a 
committee representing all parties 
to investigate the question of the 
abolition of capital punishment in 
Great Britain and report its rec- 
ommendations to the Government. 

The matter came up on a motion 
by A. J. Brown, Laborite, “that in 
the opinion of the House capital 
punishment for civil crimes should 
be abolished.”’ 

Sir Herbert Samuel, former home 
secretary and one of the Liberal 
leaders, moved an amendment pro- 
viding for the creation of a com- 
mittee of inquiry. J. R. Clines, 
home secretary in the Labor Gov- 
ernment, accepted the amendment. 

Lady Astor spoke in favor of the 
abolition of capital punishment. 
The American-born peeress aroused 
laughter in the House by declar- 
ing: “A murderer isn’t always the 
worst of men. Sometimes a good 
man loses his temper and murders 
his mother-in-law. Why more 
drunken husbands have not been 
murdered by their wives is an ab- 
solute mystery to me. Civilization 
is not doing what you want to do. 
We all want to murder somebody 
at times.” 

Clines said that the Government 
would be disposed to act on the re. 
port of the committee. Support- 
ers of the proposal for the aboli- 
tion of the death penalty—assum- 
ing that the committee will report 
in favor of abolition of capital pun- 
ishment—hope that the Govern: 
ment will be able to introduce a 
bill doing away with it within a 
year and a half. 


PHILIPPINE HOUSE OBJECTS 
TO WAY U. S. TREATS LABORERS 


Senate Expected to Approve Reso- 
lution Protesting Against Un- 
fair Discrimination.

MANILA, Oct. 31.—The Insular 
House of Representatives has 
passed a resolution protesting 
against what it termed discrimina- 
tion against Filipino laborers in the 
United States. It is regarded as 
certain that the Senate will pass 
the resolution. 

Upon passage of both houses the 
measure is to be presented to Con- 
gress at Washington and to various 
labor leaders in America. The au- 
thor of the resolution asserted the 
United States should either treat 
Filipinos ‘‘fairly’’ or exclude them 
and grant the Philippines inde- 
pendence.

VIENNA BEATEN BY STUDENTS 


Commercial College and Technical

mercial College has been closed for

notice board. 

Students of nationalist sympa- 
thies set upon others at the tech- 
nical high school, causing it to be 
closed, and also created a dis- 
turbance at the university.

TORONTO; Oct. 31.—Retained in 
power by the biggest plurality ever 
given a Government in Ontario, the 
Conservatives today regarded the 
election as vindication of their pol- 
icy of Government sale of liquor. 
; Inaugurated three years ago by 
the Government of Premier G. 
Howard Ferguson, the liquor con- 


trol act was the principal issue in 
yesterday's general election. The 
Progressives demanded bone-dry 
legislation, and the Liberals a pleb- 
iscite. 

The Conservatives, holding 75 
of the 112 seats at the dissolution 
of the last Legislature, increased 
this number by 15 with four seats 
still doubtful today. Premicr Fer- 
guson, whose Government was re- 
turned to power for the third time, 
was elected with a majority of more 
than 2000 votes over his prohibi- 
tionist opponent, the Rev. T. H. 
Bradley. 

The greatest defeat was suffered 
by the Liberal party which had 
expected startling upsets in the 
rural sections to give them a far 
greater representation than the 21 
seats they held at dissolution. In- 
stead, their number was reduced 
to 9. 

W. E. N. Sinclair, the Liberal 
leader, was re-elected by a major- 
ity of about 1000. 

The Progressives who held 11 
seats at dissolution won only three 
and saw their leader, J. G. Leth- 
bridge, go down to defeat in a 
three-cornered fight by 35 votes. 
All the prohibition party candi- 
dates were defeated. 

The Independent Conservatives 
won two seats, the Liberal Pro- 
gressives two, and the United 
Farmers, one. The election in one 
riding was deferred due to the 
death of a candidate. 

Four women who aspired to be 
the first of their sex to sit in 
the Legislature met defeat. Four 
Communists, including Tim Buck, 
leader of the movement in Toron- 
to, also were defeated. 

Premier Ferguson who had ex- 
pressed confidence that his party 
would be returned to power said 
he would be guided in his policy 
of Jiquor control by a vote of the 
people. he had declared his willing- 
ness to adopt moro stringent regu- 
lations should they pe deemed nec- 
essary but expressed the: belief 
that temperance and sobriety couid 
best be obtained by education in 
the homes, the schools and the 
churches. He promised a reduc- 
tion in the price of beer.

MAWSON EXPEDITION 
BELOW CAPE. TOWN 


Ship Passes Flocks of Birds So 
Numerous They Look Like 
Snow.

S. DISCOVERY, Oct. 30 (Wire- 
leas ie Cape Pown).—After fight- 
ing through a series of gales that 
have kept the Discovery's rails 
under water almost continually 
for a week, sail was shortened 
again tonight as a westerly gale 
sprung up and the baromter fell. 

This gale, however, will be no 
new experience. We've had them 
ever since we left Cape Town, and 
our position now is about 42:5 de- 
grees south latitude and 35 degrees 
east longitude (about 600 miles 
southeast of Cape Town). 

During the day we experienced 
favorable “westerly” weather 
and the skies were alive with in- 
numerable “whale birds” of flash- 
ing white wings, which almost 
glinted as they turned in the sun- 
light about the ship. The air, at 
times, appeared to be filled with 
driving snow flakes, tie birds were 
so numerous. Falla, our ornithol- 
ogist, identifies the birds as “dove 
prions,” a genus of southern petrel. 
They are feeding and apparently 
moving south, probably on their 
annual migration to their nesting 
place in the sub-Antarctic islands. 

Whales, too, have been observed. 
On one occasion, a school of eight 
Rorquals, or finbacks, of the 
southern variety, cruised round 
and round the ship, as, bow down, 
it bucked the sea, into the colder 
regions. ; 

The northwest gale we plowed 
through last night brought with it 
a big westerly swell which came on 
board enough to keep our decks 
awash through the night. 

The night was particularly dark, 
so that hauling ropes and furling 
sails aloft was no joke. The ac- 
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tivities of the scientific staff in 
this direction are generally limit- 
ed to operatons on decks, but Marr 
and Hurley, who have now spent 
80 days on board, vie with the sea- 
men aloft, which was an especial- 
ly unenviable occupation last night 
—and will be again tonight. 


YALE TO BUILD LABORATORY 
TO STUDY ANTHROPOID APES 


$500,000 Gift From Rockefeller 
Used for Station in Florida. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 31.— 
A gift of $500,000 from the Rocke- 
feller Foundation to Yale Univer- 
sity has been used to acquire 200 
acres of land near Orange Park, 
Fla., on which a laboratory station 
for the breeding and _ scientific 
study of anthropoid apes will be 
erected. 

In announcing this Dr. James 
Rowland Angell, president of Yale, 
said the Rockefeller Foundation 
gift not only made possible acquisi- 
tion of the land, but also the erec- 
tion of the station and its main- 
tenance for 10 years. 

One or more of the species of 
anthropoids will be studied. These 
include the chimpanzee, the goril4 
la, the orangutang and the gib- 
bon. Study will be made of the 
habits, life history and psycho-bi- 
Slogical development of these ani- 
mals, because of their close rela- 
tion to man structurally and func- 
tionally and their resemblance to 
him in their ability to learn. 

The psycho-biologic studies will 
be made in observation field camps 
in Africa, and Malaysia, already 
begun by Dr. Harold Clyde Bing- 
ham, of Yale, in Belgian Congo, 
Central Africa. Angther Yale staff 
member will go to Kindia, in 
Freric’ Africa.

A condition of confusion bordering on panic pre- 
vailed as thousands of investors watched descending 
prices cut into their paper profits and then wipe 
away their margins. Frantic calls for money to pro 
tect thinning margins have been sent out by broker- 
age houses throughout the country, and those whose 
responses were tardy were sold out. Even investors 
who held stocks outright, willing to take any price, 
dumped them in such quantities that the market has 
absorbed them only with the greatest difficulty and, 
at staggering sacrifices. 

The old-fashioned million-share day on the New 
York Stock Exchange became a 12,$00,000-share day 
last Thursday, and Tuesday of this week saw the 
immense number of 16,400,000 shares change hands 
on the New York Stock Exchange, to say nothing of 
7,000,000 shares on the New York Curb. These wild 
conditions were approximated on loca) exchanges in 
Chicago, St. Louis, Boston and elsewhere. 

Although the collapse of the bull market at this 
time caught the financial world unprepared, at least 
‘for a collapse of such completeness, the wiser finan- 
cial commentators have been predicting it for several 
years. Such experts as Roger Babson have shown 
repeatedly that, since 1925, the market has acted 
irrationally and that stocks have soared to unheard- 
of prices without any regard for their intrinsic value, 
corporate earnings or any other of the reliable yard- 
sticks for the measurement of stock prices. In 
many cases, officers of companies whose stocks 
were catapulted to absurdly high levels have stated 
publicly that they knew of no reason for the 
rise, and that nothing in the business affairs of the 
companies justified it. That was notably true in the 
case of American Telephone & Telegraph, which 
recently rose from the neighborhood of $200 a share 
to a high of $310 within a few weeks. 

Since there is nothing magical about stock values, 
and since they cannot be detached from such earthy 
facts as industry’s capacity to earn, the crash was in- 
evitable. When it came, it struck all classes of se- 
curities unsparingly. First to feel its effects were the 
hugely inflated public utilities stocks, some of which 
had been selling for as much as 50 to 75 times their 
earning power (10 times earning power being the 
usual conservative measurement for stoek prices.) 
These stocks began to soareshortly after the presi- 
dential election of last year, and went to dizzy heights 
following the O’Fallon decision of the Supreme Court.

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BEARING JULIUS OUT. 

The French Chamber of Deputies does not like 
the concessions made to Great Britain as a result of 
the Snowden ultimatum, and as a consequence it is 
in such a political muddle as not even France often 
witnesses. 

’ It is hard to see that anything has been accom- 
plished by deposing the Brjand Cabinet. That con- 
sequence was brought about by a coalition of Right 
and Left, which is unstable enough in any conti- 
nental chamber. The French will not be able to 
retrieve what they lost after the British tired of 
holding the reparations sack, and whether Briand 
is in or out cannot lessen French humiliation over 
defeat. The French were the chief beneficiaries of 
the Young plan, as they have been the chief benefi- 
ciaries of every reparation settlement since the war.

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A SAFE DELIVERANCE. 

When a Western Air Express plane with five per- 
sons aboard was reported missing in the mountainous 
region along the Arizona-New Mexico border, with a 
snowstorm raging, the public feared a repetition of 
the City of San Francisco tragedy, tn which eight 
were killed. A day and a night passed without news 
or clew. Searching parties were helpless while the 
snow swirled down. Then, 30 hours overdue, Pilot 
James E. Doles brought the plane safely into Albu- 
querque. His passengers paid tribute to Doles’ skill 
in landing the ship in a narrow meadow, glimpsed 
through the storm. The party had found shelter in 
an old house, cold and hungry, but uncomplaining. 

Pilot Doles, whose better judgment bade him land 
rather than fight on through the storm, did more 


\than save his passengers and his ship. He kept the 


eration of Labor, says the workmen’s compensation 
law in the State is a failure, and he is urging labor 
to submit under the initiative an amendment which 
would substitute State insurance fur that of the pri- 
vate companies operating in Missouri. 


Louis Central Trades and Labor Union last Sunday 
are serious. He says the working people are still 
subject to such delays in the payment of compensa-

They 
only desisted when the Legislature dropped the State 
insurance proposal and left the private companies 
in the field. The present system is operated under 
a commission. It has been regarded from the outset 
by labor as a -dubious arrangement which hardly 
could protect the injured worker from the delay- 
and-settlement device which afflicted the prior situa- 
tion, and Mr. Wood says it has not done so. 

What does the commission say?) It ought to know 
whether it is true, as Mr. Weod alleges, that the 
rights of injured workers are\as precarious as ever.

Empire, in size not much smaller than 

the United States but with a population 
less than that of New York City, has voted 
in a Labor Government. There are six 
states in that country, and in five of them 
labor has been and is in power. It has 
been at the head of the Federal Govern- 
ment before. Why could this happen in 
Australia and why is the possibility such a 
remote one in the United States? A com- 
parison between these two countries shows 
a great number of similarities. Yet the 
contrast on the issue of labor in power is 
great. What are the causes? 

A contrast between the labor movements 
in both countries and an explanation of why 
they travel such different roads has been 
made by Carter Goodrich of the\University 
of Michigan for the Economi¢ Record 
(published in Australia) of Nevember, 1928. 
In “The Australian and American Labor 
Movements” Prof: Goodrich analyzes the 
situation. 


USTRALIA, a member of the British 
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The two countries have much in com- 
mon. They are both very new. Both are 
highly industrialized. In America some 73 
per cent of those who work (“gainfully oc- 
cupied”) are wage and salary earners. In 
Australia—78 per cent. Both countries 
were originally settled by rebellious ele- 
nents from England, loving and treasuring 
freedom and independence. Neither coun- 
try had an entrenched aristocracy to deal 
with, or old parties: flourishing on. the 
weight of tradition, Added to this, labor 
in both had the advantage of being in a 
country not heavily settled, having space 
to move about in and had no problem of 
over-supply of workers competing with each 
other. In Australia these things are given 
as reasons for the growth and the power 
of the Labor party. In the United States 
there is no such party. 


The reason for this state of affairs, Prof. 
Goodrich suggests, is that these very sim- 
ilarities harbor fundamental differences. 
That while in the United States there is no 
House of Lords, you have nevertheless a 
powerful group of industrialists and finan- 
ciers who are well equipped and know how 
to keep their power. “And,” he says, “not 
the least important part of this difference 
today lies in the fact that American em- 


ployers have in recent years learned to’ 


check the progress of unionism by the use 
of the subtler and more humane methods 
of personnel management, employe repre- 
sentation and the like, which—in spite of 
much fakery—do in fact give the workers 
many of the advantages they might other- 
wise expect from their own organizations, 
and which Australian employers have hard- 
ly begun to copy.” 
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In addition there are two old parties con- 
trolling the political field and their ma- 
chines are powerfully forged. While it is 
true that both countries were settled by re- 
bellious elements, those who came to the 
United States came from a pre-industrial 
society. Those who came to Australia al- 
ready knew the machine, the power of the 
employers, and had already taken part in 


efforts to organize, to strike, to get labor 
legislation passed. Since those days, immi- 
grants have come to the United States in 
great waves, frem the southern and south- 
eastern parts of Europe, immigrants who 
had little knowledge of industry and very 
little understanding of unionism or what it 
stood for. Immigrants to Australia came 
almost exclusively from the British Isles. 
They had therefore a unity of language, 
of tradition, of custom. American workers 
are separated by language, by custom, by 
built up and encouraged national pride. 
* r= @ 

Perhaps in these explanations lie the 
causes both for the fact that there is prac- 
tically no Socialism in the United States and 
for the fagt that labor is in power in Aus- 
tralia. For that is the case in these two 
countries. Both are listed among the pros- 
perous nations of the world. Both have a 
comparatively high wage scale. But Aus- 
tralia is organized four times as highly as 
is the United States. In a population of 
some 6,000,000 there are 850,000 trade 
unionists. The United States, with 20 times 
as many people, has less than five times as 
many organized workers, Australia is the 
best organized among the industrial coun- 
tries of the world, the United States the 
least organized. The Australian movement 
stands for the socialization of industry. 


The American labor movement is said to 
be an anti-Socialist labor movement. In 
Australia to be a member of a union is the 
ordinary, expected thing. In the United 
States, unionism hag yet, in many of the 
industries, to fight for recognition. In Aus- 
tralia, unskilled labor, office workers, wom- 
en workers, are in the union. In the United 


States these groups are still counted “un-, 


organizable.” In the United States organi- 
zation is constantly being handicapped by 
legal restrictions, by very sweeping injunc- 
tions. In Australia the labor movement is 
so powerful that organization among work- 
ers is “state-aided.” More than that, when 
a conservative candidate, running in one 
of the most conservative suburban districts 
of the country, made a bid for a vote 
against Labor, he did it by going on record 
for national housing and social insurance 
schemes, which is further than labor as @ 
group in the United States has yet gone. 


Comparing the “redness” of labor in both 
countries, Prof. Goodrich writes: “Certain- 
ly the uncompromising revolutionary or 
Communist finds almost as much reason for 
despair in the one land as in the other. Yet 
a substantial residue of difference remains. 
Certainly Australian workers, in common 
with their countrymen generally, expect far 
more from Government than do Americans. 
This is largely a matter of tactics, and they 
use the State much more for the same pur- 
pose tor which Americans use their unions 
Wages, hours and the like—than for gen- 
eral schemes of social reconstruction.”

JOHN G. NEIHARDT 


“Queer” Indeed 


Gop’ By J. Middleton Murry. 

(Harper’s.) 

HOSE who may feel most sym- 
T patnertc toward the author of 

this “queer book,” as he him. 
self describes it, will be the first 
to deplore the choice of title as 
unfortunate, since it cannot but 
antagonize at the outset both those 
who still hold the rich old word in 
reverence and those who scout it 
as a relic of superstition. Even 
the alternate title suggested by Mr. 
Murry, “An Introduction to _ the 
Science of Metabiology,” might too 
readily suggest charlatanism, 
whereas there is no good reason 
for doubting that the book is ut- 
terly sincere and, in certain _re- 
spects, conceivably, a valuable con- 
tribution. 

Perhaps the author’s description 
of the book as “a spiritual auto- 
biography” may be substituted for 
the title {In those more hospitable 
minds that can readily recognize 
sincerity. | 

It is a “queer” book, indeed, as 
we normally conceive “queerness.” 
Also, it may as well be called pre- 
sumptuous, for here is a man who 
believes he has hit upon a revela- 
tion of great ultimate importance 
to his fellow men. Whether he has 
or not, this writer does not pre- 
sume to say: but at least the di- 
rection of Mr. Murry’s feeling and 
thinking are obviously important 
at a time when so much attention 
is being given to the brute world 
of the senses—and at what a cost! 
If the book can do no more than 
to arouse in an occasional reader 
a lively suspicion that something 
important may lie in that general 
direction after all, surely’ the 
“‘queerness” of the book need not 
be held against it. . 

To put it briefly, Mr. Murry 
seems to have experienced with pe- 
culiar intensity the psychological 
state that is called “cosmic con- 
sciousness.” That the state does oc- 
cur and that it has at)various times 
resulted in the development of 
powerful and strikingly wise per- 
sonalities can hardly be doubted 
by those who are familiar with Dr. 
Bucke’s work on the subject. Mr. 
Murry sets forth in detail the 
growth of a mood of absolute lone- 
liness and despair which preceded, 
as seems always to be the case, the 
moment of illumination. Of the re- 
vivifying experience itself he says: 
“Suddenly there is a solution of 
the insoluble. There is created 


within the subject a new kind of | 


consciousness, in which emotion 
and thought, previously in abso- 
lute opposition, become one and 
indistinguishable.* * * And this 
unity is not distinct from the uni- 
verse, butan inseparable part of it. 
* * *© The subject is aware of him- 


self as a vehicle of life once more. 


His psychic organization is perma- 
nently changed. He is convinced 
of an attainable unity in the indi- 
vidua] man, and he is convinced of 
a unity of some kind between that 
attainable unity and the wniverse 
around him.”

Thus far there is nothing new in 
the book. The contribution, if there 
be one here, begins to emerge when 
the author undertakes “by way of 
avoiding delusion,” to incorporate 
the experience “with the body of 
his previous knowledge.” In other 
words, it is Mr. Murry’s intention 
to give the experience of illumina- 
tion a scientific status. The theory 
which he presents by way of ac- 
complishing his purpose is con- 
cerned with what he has termed 
“metabiology’’—a theory that de- 
veloped as a result of his study of 
the personalities of Keats, Shak- 
Speare and Jesus of Nazareth. He 
‘ tlieves that the inner experience 
of the great artist differs in inten- 
sity but not at all in character 
from that of the Nazarene, and he 
argues that the experience of illum- 
ination, when “assimilated’’ by the 
personality concerned, becomes 
literally a biological factor in a 
higher type of human organism. 
Hence the term, “metabiology.”’ 

Perhaps the foregoing is quite 
sufficient to establish the book’s 
“queerness” as. indubitable with 
most readers. Nevertheless, does 
it not sometime” seem that we have 
already gone far enough in our 
search for “objective truth” to be 
justified in the troubling suspicion 
that the livable human truth may 
be escaping us in exactly the op- 
posite direction? After all, may 
there not have been some sober, 
'week-day meaning of importance 
in thé now almost hopelessly 
-10uth-worn sayings: “If I lose my- 
self I find myself” and “The King- 
dom of Heaven is within you’’? 
Maybe there was ? 

At any fate, Mr. J. Middleton 
Murry is persuaded to think so.

FORMER ITALIAN CONSULAR 
AGENT IN ST. LOUIS DIES 


Domenico Ginocchio, 89, drove 
Commissary Wagon for Union 
Forces in Civil War. 


Domenico Ginocchio, retired 
fruit dealer and former Italian 
consular agent here, died yester- 
day of pleurisy at his home, 2119 
Clark street. He was 89 years old. 

Born in Genoa, he came to St. 
Louis in 1858. During the Civil 
War he drove a commissary wag- 
on between Rolla and Springfield 
for the Union forces. Following 
the Civil War he was in the fruit 
business until 1905. For 33 years, 
until his retirement in 1910, he was 
Italian consular agent.

Statutes and Charter Virtually Dis- 
posed, but Site of Depository 
Is Not Decided .

BADEN-BADEN, Oct. 31.—The 
conference organizing the bank for 
international settlements yesterday 
unanimously adopted the statutes 
for the new bank, except for the 
part bearing on the site of the in- 
stitution. 

The conference will not make 
public the statutes ore the charter, 
which ts virtually complet«d, until

where the ice to the south is higher 
by two or three feet than the ice 
to the north of the crack. 
smooth running to until the final 
pressure ridge at the bottom of the 
bay where the first slope up to the 
barrier begins. The ridge tapers 
toward the west and about a mile 
in that direction beyond where the 
dogs went through, was found a 
winding path through broken snow 
blocks, the ugly outlines of break- 
age covered by a smooth and wav- 
ing snow surface. 
Keeps Car Going Fast. 

It did not look very good; the 
snow was not hard and there might 
be concealed holes. Again the sleds 
were unhooked. Feury knew that 
the only way to make it was by 
keeping the machine going fast. He 
kept the motor humming, and 
swaying from side to side, turning 
and twisting, plowed his way 
through. The sleds were hauled to 
the other side by hand. Strom on 
skis with his packsack on his back 
had caught up by this time. 

A steep slope rises from the last 
pressure ridge to a terrace about 
five miles wide lying just below the 
barrier proper. Half way up this 
sidpe the sledges were again hooked 
on and the snowmobile hauled 
them up the rest of the way. Mc-

safely over the wide-bridged

When the crevasse was reached, 
McKinjey, Strom and Black ran 
across with a rope tied. to Feury. 
The snow bridge dips down a little, 
sags with the curve of a rope drawn 
not quite tight. It was about 10 
feet wide at the point where it was 
crossed. 

With a broad smile as if having 
the time of his life, Feury drove at 
the crevasse, leaning a little to one 
side so he could jump clear if any- 
thing happened, and the little car 
shot over to the other side in a 
moment. The bridge did not even 
creak. 

That was their first bad hurdle, 
for crevasses are probbaly the 
greatest hazard they will ea- 
counter. They were all glad it was 
passed. Black and Strom jumped 
on the trailing sledges, waved their 
hands, and were off, swinging and 
bouncing over the uneven surface, 
and McKinley turned back to camp.

He ended his career as an active 
player in 1919 with the Nashville 
club of the Southern Association 
and the following year served his 
first season as a manager. AS a 
leader of minor league clubs he 
made a great record, in that his 
clubs finished out of the first divi- 
sion only on one ocasion. In 1920, 
he led Suffolk home second in the 
Virginia League, while in 1921, he 
was third with the same club. 

He was with Joplin in the West- 
ern Association in 1922 and 1923, 
winning the pennant his first year 
and capturing a post-season series 
from Sapulpa. The second sea- 
son at Joplin saw him handling a 
second place team. In 1925, Mus- 
kogee finished second in the West- 
ern Association under Street's 
guidance and the next campaign 
won the pennant in the second 
half of the split-season. but lost 
to-Ardmore in the playoff. In 
1926, he was with Augusta in the 
South Atlantic League and finished 
third, while in 1927 Augusta 
dropped to fifth under his leader- 
ship.

The Military Academy rejected 
three proposals made by the Navy 
for a compromise of the eligibility 
matter. 

Football relations between the 
military branchesS were broken in 
1927 because of the demand made 
by the Navy that the Army abide 
by the three-year rule. 

In the conference of the super- 
intendents, West Point reaffirmed 
its principle that all cadets should 
have equal opportunity and that 
any cadet proficient in his studies 
is thereby entitled to represent the 
Army in any branch of sport re- 
gardless of the extent of his pre- 
vious experience in intercollegiate 
athletics. 

Secretary Adams of the Navy 
summarized the situation from the 
Navy standpoint, saying the Annap- 
olis superintendent entered the con- 
ference on the assumption that “to 
reach an agreement both the su- 
perintendent of the Military Acad- 
emy and the superintendent of the 
Naval Academy would have to yield 
to some extent.””

FAVOR IDEA OF 
GIVING CAPTAIN 
CHARGE OF TEAM 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—The New 
Yerk Evening Post yesterday quot- 
ed leading football coaches of the 
country as opposing suggestions 


that the captain of an eleven be 
given responsibility for the direc- 
tion of his team during a game and 
that the coach take a seat in the 
stands. 

The recent Carnegie report on 
coHege athletics remarked that “a 
college football or baseball player 
has opportunity to exhibit little 
more initiative than a chessman” 
and in other quarters football has 
been referred to as a “‘coach-rid- 
den” sport. 

Here is what the coaches have to 
say: 

Chick Meehan, New York Uni- 
versity: “Players want the coach 
to advise them. I suggest men ad- 
vocating this situation in college 
positions allow student contro] and 
advice in their department. Give 
the boys the college and let them 
run it.” 

Knute Rockne, Notre Dame: 
“The plan for putting the coaches 
up tn the stands is sponsored by 
certain types of educators who are 
jealous of the coaches and want to 
put them completely out of the 
picture. The plan is based on a 
major premise that all coaches are 
crooked and the only ones who are 
honest are the heads of education.” 

Robert Zuppke, Illinois: “If the 
coaches were barred from. the 
benches after a while the reform- 
ers would be the first to advocate 
their return. Why not give the 
college band back to the boys?” 

Gilmour Dobie, Cornell: “The 
control movement which purports 
to give the game back to the boys 
is being promulgated very largely 
by those who know little about the 
intricacies of modern football.” 

Dan McGugin, Vanderbilt: ‘The 
Coach can instruct players on the 
bench while the game is going on. 
calling attention to the things prop- 
erly and improperly done.” 

The point that a coach is better 
qualified to judge the physical con- 
dition of the players and make 
needed substitutions than a com- 
paratively inexperienced youth in 
the heat of play was made by Mc- 
Gugin, Glen Warner, Stanford; Mal 
Stevens, Yale, and Herbert am 
cracken, Lafayette.

“PEACE IN OUR TIME” 


The Response of the 

American People to 

the Message Brought 

by Ramsay MacDon- 

ald on His Recent 
Visit. 


people to the peace mission of 

my father can be summed up 
in one sentence which, it seemed 
to me, was being chanted by every 
American citizen’s mind during 
the beautiful days of our visit: 

“Now we know what we have 
been waiting for!” 

Before I sailed from England I 
knew there would be a warm 
Sympathy toward the cause of 
peace in the United States, but I 
was not quite prepared for the tre- 
mendous burst of enthusiasm that 
engulfed us. It was as if the 
whole country had been subcon- 
sciously waiting and waiting for 
the President of the United States 
and the Prime Minister of Great 
Britain to come together. When 
they did, it seemed to arouse a 
feeling in the United States which 
was quite different from anything 
I felt there when I last visited 
America. 

About two years ago we in En- 
gland had a peace ~»pilgrimage. 
Women from all over the country 
walked to London and there held a 
series of mass meetings to demon- 
strate their desire for peace. From 
North, West and South they came 
in thousands, carrying banners and 
singing. At one of the open-air 
meetings I spoke on the futility of 
war. Looking down into the tense 
faces of those women, I knew the 
desire for peace was real in En- 
gland, at any rate in a large sec- 
tion of the community. 


But I did not come upon any- 
think like such enthusiasm for 
peace in the United States at that 
time. There was no militarism 
either. I merely did not encounter 
such strong sentiment. The rea- 
son, I thought, wags because the 
United States is so far from Eu- 
rope. France had trenches, evacu- 
ations, battles and loss of life dur- 
ing the war. England had air raids 
and loss of life. The United States 
had only loss of life. The experi- 
ences of the United States were as 
distant from ours as ours were 
from those of France and Bel- 
gium during the fighting. 

But there have been big changes 
im the United States in two years. 
The spirit with which the crowds 
in American cities greeted my fa- 
ther felt like a fresh enthusiasm, 
not something that had been going 
on for years. Very large numbers 
of people came out to welcome a 
visiting British Pr’me Minister, the 
first to come to tne United States 
while in office. fhey might have 
had no interest In international or 
even public affairs. They might 
have come out of curiosity. But 
once they saw with their own eyes 
the man who was going to talk 
with their President, once they 
realized what it was all about, they 
felt they had a personal share in 
the matter because they were part 
of it. 


Toec response of the American 


and they wanted to follow out 
the drama. Always the Prime 
Minister’s visit will remain some- 
thing personal to them. Always 
they Will connect their personal 
experience with the cause of peace. 

That personal contact wes, I be- 
lieve, the chief value of the peace 
mission. When people see argu- 
ments for peace in newspaper 
columns they often do not read 
them. When they see the n.en who 
are mentioned in the colunns they 
become alive to the thought in 
them. 

Women feel the horrors of war 
more and remember them longer 
than do men. Once the coz flict is 
over men realize what they have 
been through, but while the battle 
is on they have all the excitement. 
Women have the weary anxiety of 
staying at home. 

I do not believe men’s part in 
war is quite as intolerable as 
women’s, because of the exhilara- 
tion—a horrible, unhealthy exhil- 
aration, but exhilaration all the 
same. Women have only

out that wall of bitterness, there 
to clear away misunderstandings 
and differences with words? 
When two countries go to war, 
through these misunderstandings, 
the action always is taken by two 
small handfuls of men, the leaders 
of the governments. These leaders 
1.ced the whole of their countries 
behind them. In order to get the 
support of people, stories are 
manufactured to heat the blood of 
emotional listeners, till they will 
support anything, under the stress 
of tense feeling. If the heads of 
government told the truth about 
the ridiculous little disputes over 
which they planned to pour out 
lives, no one would back them! 


UT, oddly enough, the manu- 
B tacturea stories vary no more 

one from the other than those 
devastatingly similar shellfish, the 
oysters. The same type of stories, 
appealing to sentiment by depict- 
ing the enemy as _ bloodthirsty, 
brutal people, are used, war after 
war. We who heard the stories of 
the World War will remember 
them. We must teach our children 
to recognize them. 

I do not believe the desire to 
kill and destroy is an instinct. 

The instinct often confused for 
this is one of competition. Human 
beings like to strive against one 
another, it is true. But this in- 
stinct could find healthy outlet in 
sports. Nation could be pitted 
against nation in high jump and 
football rather than shooting and 
stabbing and wiping out with poi- 
son gas. 


I think women are as patriotic 


bond. It is a bond much stronger 
and more universal than any bond 
between men in the world. It is in 
this strong union of mothers that 
nestles the hope of world peace. 
Some day women will wield power 
enough politically to make a dras- 
tic difference in the programs of 
nations. Already in Great Britain 
candidates for election are being 
placed before women as well as 
men. The women require that 
their candidates declare their 
positions in regard to war. They 
go to the candidatés and say, ‘Tell 
us what you think about interna- 
tional affairs. We will not put pow- 
er into your hands if it means the 
destruction of our children.” 


ORLD peace is as vital to 


women in the United States 
as it is to women in Great Britain. 
I have seen in the faces of the 
women who lined the streets of the 
large cities through which we 
passed that same yearning expres- 
sion that lighted the faces of the 
women who made the peace  pil- 
grimage in England two years ago. 

Meeting American women and 
talking with them about peace, I 
have come to see it is no longer a 
dream. I have no sympathy with 
those who nwlace peace in Utopia. 
Pe: ce is nearer to reality than ade- 
qyuate housing. Peace depends al- 
most entirely on mental changes. 
Good housing and similar problems 
involve changed mental attitudes 
and then action besides; financing, 
planning and carrying out new 
housing schemes, for _ instance. 
But when you have won the men- 
tal victory, the goal of peace is 
near! 

I shall go on urging women to 
“do their bit” for peace. I shall go 
on believing to the end that it is up 
to the women of the world to make 
peace an actuality. And I know I 
shall live to see it come.
